Support for the Judges 

With the exception of a four 
way fight for the Republican nomi- 
nation for prothonotary, one may 
almost pick the winners, both in 
the county and locally, of next No- 
vember's election before Septem- 
ber's primaries are run off. 

Decision of the Democratic or- 
ganization to indorse the sitting 
judges and tin? withdrawal of his 
candidacy by Carroll G. Rutter, 
Pottstown attorney, leave Judge 
Harold G. Knight opposed only by 
J. Stroud Weber, Xorristown at- 
torney and Republican, for the 
nomination. Mr. Weber may be 
expected to wage a dignified but 
futile campaign since the Presi- 
dent .Judge of the Common Pleas 
Court already has the indorsement 
of all the Republican organiza- 
tions. 

Judge J. Burnett Holland of the 
Orphans' Court now has the in- 
dorsement of both Republicans and 
Democrats and is without opposi- 
tion. 

Only comment on the Democrats' 
decision to back the sitting judici- 
ary was that of John J. Ferry, 
Norristown independent, who said 
that "They have turned the county 
over to Ihe Pinehot-Grundy 
crowd," a statement, that should 
provide some amusement to parti- 
sans on either side of the P-G 
hyphen. 

The registration figures show a 
great preponderance of Repub- 
licans in Montgomery and the fac- 
tionalism evident in the one major 
contest is not so serious that it will 
be carried beyond September 14.
